Physician Says He is Shamming to Some 


Extent, Sends Message to Father, "I'm 


Sorry I Left Such a Bad Name" 


Auburn, N. Y., 
Sep{. 27-CzolgOsz, 


President McKinley's murderer, 
has 


at last broken down completely. 


In the custody of Sheriff CaldweU of 


Erie county and 21 regular and special 
deputies, he arrived at Auburn at 3.15 
The prison is just across the road from 
the depot, the distance which they had 
to walk after alighting from the car 
being les than 50 yards. 


Awaiting the arrival of the train 


was a crowd of about 200. Either for 
fear of the crowd, 
which was not 


very demonstrative ,and made no at- 
tempt to harm the man, or from sight 
of the prison, Czolg'osz's 
legs gave 


way and 
two burly deputy sherifZs 


were 
compelled practically to carry 


the man into the prison. 


Inside 
the gate his condition be- 


came worse and he was dragged up 
stairs and into the main hall. 


He was placed in a sitting posture 


on a bench while the handcuffs were 
being removed, but he fell over and 
moaned 
and groaned evincing 
the 


most abject terror. 


As soon as the cuffs were unlocked 


the man was dragged-Into the prin- 
cipal keeper's office. 


As in the case of all prisonres the 


officers immediately proceeded to strip 
him and put on a new suit of clothes. 


During the operation Czolgosz cried 


and 
yelled making the prison corri- 


dors echo with the evidence of his ter- 
ror. 


The prison physician, Dr John Gerry, 


was summoned. H« examined the man 


and 
ordered his removal to a cejf in 


the condemned room, which he will 
occupy until he is taken to the elec- 
tric chair. 


The doctor declared the man suf- 


I fering from right and terror, but said 
he was hsamming to some extent. 


The collapse of the murderer was a 


surprise. En route from Buffalo he had 
showed 
no indication 
of breaking 


down. 


He eat heartily of some sandwiches 


and smoked cigars. 
Hes talked some 


and 
expressed regret for his crime. 


"I am especially sorry for Mrs. Mc- 


Kinley." he said. 


He reiterated his former statement 


that he had hand no accomplices and 
declared that he had never hearn of 
the man under arrest in St. Louis who 
claimed to have tied the handkerchief 
He says the handkerchief was not tied 
He went Vhind the temple of mu- 
sic and arranged the handkerchief so 
as to hide the weapon, then took This 
place in the crowd. 


To Jailer Mitchell he sent this mes- 


sage To his father: 


"Tell his, £ am sorry I left such a 


bad name." 


Sentencing of Czolgosy 


Btiffalo, Sept. 27.-Leon F. Czo!gosz, 


the assassin of President McKinley, wa« 
sentenced yesterday afternoon to be put 
to death by electricity in Auburn state 
prison during the week beginning Oct. 
28, 1901. Before sentence was passeJ 
the assassin evinced a desire to speak, 
but he could not get his voice above a 
whisper and his words were repeated to 
the court by his counsel. 


''There was no one else bnt me," the 


prisoner snifl -n n whisper. "No

that there is a very strong protest on 
the part of Captain Sycamore and 
those in charge of the Shamrock at 
vhat they term the crowding of the 
Shamrock at the start yesterday by 
Captain Barr. 


"If he is going to continue those tac- 


tics there will be serious trouble." said 
the writer's informant.

self. that no other person aided or abet- 
ted you in the commission of this terri- 
ble act. God grant it may be so. The 
penalty of the crime for which you stand 
convicted is fixed by this statute and it 
BOV,- becomes my duty to pronounce this 
judgment against you. 


"The sentence of the court is that in 


the week beginning Oct. 28, 1901. at that 
place, in the manner and means pre- 
ecribed by law, you suffer the punish- 
ment of death. Remove the prisoner." 


The crowd slowly filed out of the room 


and court adjourned at 2:26. 


Though elation and satisfaction were 


written on every face in court, there was 
no applause and no demonstration of 
any kind on the part of the spectators. 


The death warrant signed by Justice 


White is addressed to the agent and 
warden of Auburn state prison, and di- 
rects him to execute the sentence of the 
court within the walls of the prison on 
some day during the week beginning 
Oct. 23 next by causing to "pass through 
the body of Leon F. Czolgosz a current 
of electricity of sufficient intensity to 
cause death, and that tiu'applicatioaof 
the said current of elcctiiclty be con- 
tinued until he, tlie said Leon F. Czol- 
gosz. be dead."

The casket 


1 was taken from its former place in the 


monument to Memorial hall, and was 
there opened. The body was viewed by 
Acting Governor Breuhalt, representing 
the state of Illinois, and by state officers 
who are members of the association, 
some members of the old Lincoln guard 
of honor aud the contractors. 


The removal was conducted with 


great secrecy, no newspaper men hav- 
ing knowledge of the event until aftet 
it had been accomplished. The casket 
was finally placed in the vault recently 
completed by the Lincoln Monument 
association. 


Two feet of concrete protect the bot- 


tom of the casket. 
The excavation ia 


15 feet deep, and surrounding the casket 
is a steel cage, around which will be 
placed a solid concrete wall, to be a 
composition of stone and the best ce- 
ment. 
The location of the present 


resting place is immediately beneath 
where the sarcophagus formerly rested. 
It is understood the remains were not 
in a very good state of preservation, but 
were easily' identified. 


Following is a summary showing the 


number of times the remains of Presi« 
dent Lincoln have been moved: 


May 4, 1865-Casket containing the 


body of Abraham Lincoln was received 
in Springfield, Ills., and deposited in the 
public receiving tomb in Oak Ridge cem- 
etery. 


Dec. 21, 1865—Removed to new brick 


vault to receive it on east side of the 
national Lincoln monument, and de- 
posited in centre crypt in catacomb. 


Oct. 9,1874—Removed from the centre 


crypt and from iron casket to a, lead- 
lined cedar case, and deposited in the 
marble sarcophagus 


tffov. 7,1876—In an attempt by thieve» 


to steal the body. 


Nov. 9,1876—By order of the board of 


control the cedar casket was replaced 
in the marble sarcophagus.

Nov. 15, 1876—Before noon removed 


I from sarcophagus to rear of Memorial 


hall. 


Nov. 18, 1876—Placed in excavation 


in ground in middle of corridor between 
the base of obelisk and the catacomb.

rest of the passageways under the ter- 
race of the monument. 


April 14, 1887—Removed from

shallow grave under the terrace and 
buried in a mass of concrete. 


March 10, 1900—Removed from con* 


erete (as the national Lincoln monu- 
ment was taken down). 


April 24, 1801—Placed in the marble 


sarcophagus in the excavation in the 
catacomb of the newly rebuilt monu- 
ment. 


Sept. 12,1901—Removed from the sar- 


cophagus and placed in crypt beside 
Mrs. Lincoln. 


The constant changes which have 


been made iu the disposition of the body 
have been a constant annoyance to the 
family and friends, and great relief is 
expressed that it is in its final resting 
place.

Barr's Fine Jockeying: 


At 10:53 o'clock a puff of smoke burst 


from the committee boat, and the pre- 
paratory signal for the race had beeu 
given. 
Then began the jockeying be- 


hind the line, of which Charlie Barr, the 
American skipper, has proved himpelt 
a grand master. 
He got into the wind- 


ward berth, and the Englishman could 
not shake him off. As the warn ng sig- 
nal was hoisted, 10 minutes later, the 
English skipper put up his tiller, crossed 
the line and tacked about the lightship, 
but the Columbia hung to him as if one 
tiller were answering for both, and 
when they again raced for the line it 
was neck and neck. 


But Barr was still to windward. The 


facinating game the two skippers were 
fighting was so Intense that both m's- 
caleulated the time, and crossed *he 
line 30 seconds before the starling gun 
was fired. Three blasts of the whistle 
sounded the recall. 


The two big racers wore around, and, 


coming up again in the smoko of the 
gun, fled away across the line, bo^h on 
the starboard tack, but Columbia a half 
a length in t he lead and a length to wind- 
ward. 
Both carried the same sails,1 


main, clubtopsail, stay, jib and-baby 
jib. 
Then for 10 miles down tire Long 


Island shore, in plain view of the peo- 
ple there, the two boats smashed into 
the head seas. Strain as the Shamrock 
would she could not hold her white rival 
even. 
Slowly but surely the Columbia 


forged ahead, pointing higher and foot- 
ing faster. 
Shamrock - tacked and 


tacked again, but Columbia went about 
With her e,A«,j time, and appeared to b: 
the more nimble. 
Timed by experts, 


she was quicker in stays by 10 seconds. 


The beat down the Long Island coast 


made a beautiful marine spectacle, the 
patrol fleet maintaining a perfectly 
clear field. There was no more inter- 
ference with the yachts than if they 
had been sailing in the middle of the 
Atlantic. 


The American was undoubtedly the 


prettier boat. 
Her sky-scraping club- 


topsail was not so high by eight feet 
as that of her rival, but she appeared 
more stately and graceful. She seemed 
a thing of life, lifting to the seas with 
lass effort or piercing them with less 
fuss, while the heavier-breasted Sham- 
rock pointed and shivered,, them with 
tbe force of her impact. 
The slendei 


hulls of the racing machines looked toe 
frail to carry the canvas which towered 
above them. Over 100 feet above the 
waterline, a height equal to a modern 
10-story building, the slender topmast 
yard of the Shamrock lifted her pyramid 
of canvas, but her 833 square feet more 
of canvas than the Columbia carried 
could not make her overtake the whit« 
beauty. 


Shamrock's Spurt 


It was directly off Long Beacji hotel 


with its crowded piazzas that the Sham- 
rock showed in front for the first and 
only time during the race. As the wind 
had' hauled more to the southward and 
had died down somewhat, Barr headed 
tbe Columbia off shore in the hope ol 
meeting it. 
Instead, he poked his nose 


into a dead calm, and for some minutes 
the Columbia lay with her sails flap- 
ping, while the Shamrock, catching a 
slant of wind nearer shore, drew rapidly 
ahead.

PRESENT WAGE SCALE 


'Likely to Be Adhered to by Fall 


River Cotton manufacturers 


Fall River, Mass., Sept. 27.—Secretary 


Hathaway of the Fall River Manufac- 
turers' association has received the 
communication of the Textile Council, 
setting forth the action of the council 
in favor of the increase in wages of 5 
percent, to take effect after Sept. 30. 


It is believed that the manufacturers 


will endeavor to keep in force the exist- 
ing schedule of wages. The executive 
committee, to which the letter of the 
Textile Council has been sent, can do 
nothing officially until the members of 
the Manufacturers' association abrogate 
the last agreement by which the present 
scale of wages'was "fixed. 
This scale 


was signed by e,Fery manufacturer in 
the association, and pledges each mem- 
ber to refuse the payment of a higher 
scale until a new schedule is accepted. 


The agreement further provides that 


In case one mill is forced to shut down 
In case of a strike, because of anottei 
mill in this city paying a higher wage 
scale, that mill will be compensated foi 
the loss of profit resulting from such la- 
bor trouble. 


This article of the agreement applies 


directly to the present situation. 
Two 


corporations, the Iron Works and the 
Bourne mills, will pay higher wages 
next week. 
The remaining mills of the 


city will not, as far as has yet been de- 
termined.

CLEANING THE |A1H 


A man has been arrested and fined 


in the local police court for using pro- 
fanity in a voice so loud that those 
passing: along the street were com- 
pelled to hear. For the first time in 
many a month the ordinance which 
provides that "no person shall use any 
indecent or profane language in auy 
street, lane, alley or other public place 
in the city" has been enforced. And 
the Transcript is happy to congratu- 
late Officer N. J. Walsh for making 
the arrest and Judge C. T. Phelps for 
imposing the fine. 


This has little connection with the 


morality of swearing. 
That concerns 


a man's influence on himself, and is a 
moral matter. There are those who 
hold that a little quiet profanity once 
in a while, under sufficient provoca- 
tion, acts as a safety valve which does 
a man more good than a stoic repres- 
sion of feeling which results in an in- 
growing bitterness that rankles un- 
necessarily. Others think not. 


But this is not the present question. 


The issue is that of insuring the safe 
and comfortable use of the streets of 
the city. TO all, user of profanity -or 
strictest opponent of its use, the sound 
of profanity on the streets or in pub- 
lic places is more distasteful than 
many a physical nuisance. 
It does 


not need a particularly sensitive na- 
ture to feel a sense 
of 
repugnance 


amounting to disgust at the free use 
of oaths heard on the streets of almost 
any city. There is a limit at which 
attempts to suppress this are forced to 
stop, but this limit is almost never 
overstepped even by the strictest offi- 
cers. So -rare is any attempt whatever 
to stop it that an arrest for it, as a 
criminal offense was regarded as a 
positive novelty. 


But it would not be at all out of 


place on the part of the city's police 
officers to render it much less of a 
novelty, until men are made to realize 
that the public has a right to protect 
itself from such exhibitions of vul- 
garity in the use of profanity as are 
all too frequent at present. 


THEY CAN OUTRUN US 


Rowing is not the only form of ath- 


letics at which England is superior to 
America. At the international games 
at New York Wednesday between the 
teams representing the English uni- 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge and 
our own Harvard and Tale, the En- 
glish athletes won the half mile, mile 
and two mile runs. From start to 
finish there was no question about the 
outcome of any of these three events, 
the Englishmen proving as decidedly 
superior as the Americans %vere in 
some of the other events . 


A year ago this summer a team, of 


picked American athletes was sent 
abroad to complete in the English 
games and at the various athletic con 
tests in connection with the Paris ex- 
position. The members of the team 
had remarkable success except in the 
middle distance runs, where two or 
three Englishmen finished ahead of 
the Americans nearly every time, ap- 
parently doing it with the greatest 
ease. 


All this was particularly commented 


upon here because two of the runners 
who found it hard to gather in honors 
that came so easily to their f.lub mates 
in other events were Bray of Williams 
and HaU of Brown. Both made what 
would have been good time here and 
ran with good judgment, but they were 
against men who couM do the distance 
in much faster time and their prizes 
were few and far between. 


Other middle distance runners have 


had the same experience and the con- 
clusion cannot be escaped that the 
Englishmen are out of our class in 
this branch of track gaiies. 


Yet middle distance running is one 


of the simplest of athletic sports. Our 
men have the higher rate of speed for 
the shorter distances, and in all other 
events our manner of training seems 
to give fully as good physical condi- 
tion to endure the prolonged and con- 
tinued strain. Is there something in 
the slower going British constitution 
that enables him to out foot in the 
middle distances his swifter and more 
nervous cousin, or ia the difference in 
the climate? Where we are so superior 
in so many branches and he outclasses 
us so decidedly In one, and one of the '

LEPROSY IN FAIR HAWAII 


Disease Being Eradicated by 
Graduaf. Extinction of Natives. 


DECREASE DT HUMBEB OF OASES. 


Sel*»tt>* Ti-ejtfmcnt Ha* Had Little 


Effect—JEare Stringent Roles For 
Leper* of Slolokal—Denire Kxprew- 
ed That the Called State* Take tbe 
Matter I'p. 
Leprosy is being slow'y but none the 


less certainly eradicated in the Hawaii- 
an Islands, says the New York Sun's 
Honolulu correspondent. 
Five years 


ago there were over 1,300 inmates at 
the leper settlement on the island of 
Molokai. When tbe annual visit was 
made a few days ago, there were bare- 
ly 900. This is due not so much to 
any scientific treatment of the disease 
as to the gradual extinction of tbe na- 
tive race, which alone, in the opinion 
of Superintendent Reynolds of the set- 
tlement, will cause the complete eradi- 
cation of leprosy there. 


Last year there were an even hun- 


dred lepers sent to the island, while 
only fifty have been sent during the 
first nine months of the present year. 
In the biennial period ending Decem- 
ber, 1900, directly after the Islands 
had been annexed, oycr 500 were taken 
to tbe settlement. This was due not 
to any Increase In the disease, ^>ut to 
the fact that the question was taken 
out of tbe Jrands of the party previ- 
ously In control, and many afflicted per- 
sons who had remained In Honolulu 
through political Influence were hur- 
ridedly bundled off to the place o* 
segregation. 


A stockade has been built on tbe is- 


land, and, though the lepers are al- 
lowed to look upon visitors, it is at a 
distance of ten feet and through a high 
picket fence. The scene at this stock- 
ade, or corral, is a most pathetic one. 
The visitors to the island are led to It 
through a double row of guards, and 
behind another fence some distance 
away the lepers are compelled to re- 
main. AH day they look lonuingly at 
their relatives without even having the 
privilege of a hand clasp. It is this 
display of affection which physicians 
in Hawaii bold responsible for tbe 
spread of the disease to such an alarm- 
ing extent In the past. 


The disease is thought to have been 


brought to the islands by a Chinaman 
thirty years ago, and as soon as It 
once reached the natives the disease 
spread with great rapidity. The Ha- 
waiians are much given to an outward 
display of affection, and it is still no 
uncommon sight to see even old men 
kiss and embrace on, tbe streets. They 
smoke the same pipe, eat from tbe 
same dish and In other ways lead to a 
direct inoculation of the disease. The 
same reasons are given by tbe physi- 
cians for the great Increase In tubep- 
culosis among tbe natives. 


Every accommodation is provided for 


the lepers at Molokai. They have their 
own homes, a school for boys and one 
for girls and seven churches for the 
little town of 900 people. Besides the 
lepers there about a hundred persons 
at the settlement, teachers, ministers 
and nurses. They have a town hall, 
where entertainments are given, and 
two bands. 


Leprosy is not held to be a hereditary 


disease, and children born of leper 
parents in JJfllokai are allowed to 
leave. It is seldom that the parents 
consent to tlils, however, and their 
children are kept by their side until 
they, too, become contaminated. 
It 


was formerly the custom to allow 
wives to accompany their husbands to 
the Island settlement, but this practice 
Is now being discouraged, and only in 
rare instances is this permitted. 


Of the GOO lepers on tbe Island of 


Molokai all but fifty are native Hawai- 
lans. There are only fifteen whites and 
thirty Chinese. Expert physicians who 
had made a lifelong study of leprosy 
in Japan, France and China have been 
In the Hawaiian Islands studying the 
conditions, but have found no suitable 
Wmedy for tbe disease that is effective. 
The local government has given up 
experiments' upon tbe disease, and 
there is a general feeling that the Unit- 
ed States should now take up the study 
of the disease with the purpose of ef- 
fecting a permanent cure. 


Antodrome For Pari». 


The principal object of the Interna- 


tional Automobile club, which is to be 
the most select of its kind in the world 
and which is destined to become the 
home of automobilists from every coun- 
try, is to create a vast autodrome In 
Paris, where eacfc member will have a 
luxurious cabin and a special storage1 
place for his autocar, and there will 
also be a large repairing shop, having 
communication with the track by 
means of a tunnel, says The Autocar. 
Races will be held on the track, which 
win also be available for trials and 
runs, and, ha ffcct, everything will be 
provided for tbe convenience of mem' 
bers. 


To Anlat Immigrant* to Canada. 
G. W. Ross, premier of the province 


of Ontario, who has Just returned to 
Montreal from a two months' trip to 
England, has concluded arrangements 
for a scheme of assisted immigration, 
says the New York Times. The deal Is 
made with tbe Elder Dempster com- 
pany and will, It Is understood, come 
into effect next spring. Tbe plan will 
first be tried with farm laborers, who 
are scarce in the province, and a num- 
ber will be brought over who will cdn- 
tract to remain in the province and 
pay back their passage money within 
a specified time. " The province will 
pay the shipping company.

Th* republican senatorial fight is 


growing rather more cnegetic follow-

them. Mr. Dean of Cheshire followed 
his statement of the situation in yes- 
terday's Transcript with a more de- 
tailed 
statement in today's Spring- 


field Republican, which fays:

Wednesday evening, and claims, so 
far as he can reckon,

feels sure of the nomination. He is re- 
ceiving many telegrams and letters, as 
well as telephone

friends in various towns and is much 
gratified at the result of the caucus- 
es. Savoy, New Ashford, Florida and 
Clarksburg he had not heard from up 
to last evening, but he felt he should 
have the majority, If not all the dele- 
gates,, these towns having one each. 
He daims the delegation of Pittsfield, 
20, Adams, six, Dalton, four, Hinsdale, 
one, Peru, one Windsor, one, Cheshire, 
one, 
Lanesboro, one, North Adams, 


two, Hancock, one. He gives Mr. Hall 
North Adams, 14, WiUiamstown, four, 
Hinsdale, one, leading the others un- 
accounted ior, and whose delegation 
would not change the main result." 


A. E. Hall of Williamstown today 


gave out an interview in answer to 
this in which he denied many of Mr. 
Dean's claims. He pointed out that 
Mr. Dean claimed 20 delegates from 
Pittsfield. He said that the delegates 
in PittsSeld were elected as unpledged 
and that he had every reason to be- 
lieve that the delegation in Pittgfield 
would be about evenly divided.
